New Y< irk . November 11. — Andrew J. Joyner, who 
has trained the II. I*. Whitney thoroughbreds m 
England for several years, arrived here today. The 
imrses lie is iui|K»rtiug are on tlie way and will Ik* 
here in * few days. A fellow passenger of Joyner's 
was Walter It. Jennings, who weut to England to 
buy tlKiroughbieds for Mr. M a com her. Mr. Maeomb- 
«*r will l>e recognized as the husband of Miss Myr- 
tle Harkness. of Walnut llall. Lexington, and the 
daughter of the late L. V. Harkness, probably the 
largest breeder of .miters and pacers in this coun- 
try. Like Mr. C. K. G. Billings. Mr. Macomln r 
has taken a fancy to the thoroughbred. He author- 
ized Mr. Jennings to purchase what he thought 
necessary and of prououiu’cd fashionable blood in 
England. The result was two two-vear-olds. one 
ilir«*e-ycar-oId and ten yearlings. They are ex- 
isted to ar 're in a day or two and will Ik* 
slii’-’ied to Ai .eu. S. (’.. to Ik* trained by Jennings. 
It is probable they will In* s«*eii in Kentuckv for tin* 
first time next spring and then brought east. Ail 
or nearly all. were Ismght from J. B. Joel.

They know where they are now. when in receipt of 
a large revenue for totting privileges hut. as they 
have no idea to what extent they would Ik* affected 
by totalizator legislation, they are opposed to any 
alteration of the present — to them — satisfactory 
Itosition. In New South Wales the strongest total- 
izator adv«K*ates include <*ountry clubs of the non- 
proprietary order. — Sydney Referee. 

Racing S ecret ary A. McL. Earlocker has the 
blanks for the 191N Futurity ready for distribution 
among tbe hn*eders. This race has been turned over 
to the Westchester Racing Ass«M*iation and will to 
4 *oiitiuucd indefinitely as a fall feature of racing at 
Belmont Park. For tlie 1918 running the condition 
provides that there shall Ik* $5,000 in added money, 
which will restore it to something like its value be- 
fore tlie adverse legislation against the s|x*rt 
brought about a general eut in turf values. Sec- 
retary Earlocker is also busy with the stakes for 
the Saratoga Association, and it has lieen announced 
tiial the Ilo|K*ful for uext year, which is to close 
for yearlings November 29. will have a guaranteed 
value of $17.5<»n. making it one of the richest, if 
not the lies! of the fixtures f„ r the juveniles. Of 
this aiiMMiiit $3,000 g«H*s to the second and $1,500 
to the third, leaving $13,W0 for the wiuner.

New York. Noveinlier 11. — Roln*rt S. Sievier, 
prominent English horseman and turf enthusiast, 
who is visiting this country, seated himself com- 
fortably in the smoking ear prepared for a journey 
from Baltimore to New York. He had been a visi- 
tor to Pimlico to see a day’s racing on this side 
of the Atlantic, something In* had anticipated with 
considerable desire. The degree of satisfaction he 
hail obtained was depicted on his face when he 
smiled in answering the question: “How did you 

enjoy the afternoon V” 

“Splendidly. I was much pleased with the after- 
noon’s outing and hope to have many more such 
enjoyable days. Of course tlu* racing seemed a bit 
strange to me to see the horses running around the 
circle, as we have so many and varied courses in 
England, but the folks seem to enjoy the sjiort here 
hugely and the patronage indicates its popularity. 
They tell me Pimlico is one of tlie oldest courses in 
this country and while it is not as pretentious as 
some of our larger institutions in England, it is 
much more inspiring than some of our country hunt 
meeting grounds. 

“Two or three things struck me forcibly. One 
was the almost perfect starting of the horses and 
the excellent schooling they must have had to teach 
them to line up and stand in such |H*rfect align- 
ment. I don't think we have any better starting in 
England, ami potwlbl- not as g<NMl as a whole. But 
there is one thing I cannot understand and that is 
tlu* continual jumping around of those two or three 
fellows ou the track evidently trying to assist the 
starter by slashing around their long whips and 
pulling and hauling the horses about. 1 supin.se 
they are neecessary in this country or you would not 
have them, but to me tfcej’ seemed strange and al- 
most unnecessary.'’ 

“We have some extremely bad-acting horses in 
this country,” one of his hearers remarked. 

“I suppose tluit is true of every country, hut I 
can't understand a horse toing pulled into itosition 
by a husky chap with a bridle iu one hand ami a 
long whip in the other. I think the horse might do 
better if lie were coaxed, or charmed by a friendly 
duck of the tongue. However, whatever their 
method. good starts are obtained, and I should sur- 
mise good starts and racing luck at the turns have 
much to do with the results of races around oval 
tracks. You see. in England, we have mostly 

straight courses, in fact permission is not grunted 
by the Jockey Club to a new institution to hold a 
meeting these days unless there is a mile straight 
in the prospectus. We believe in races over a 
straight course when possible. There is less lia- 
bility of interference and consequently races are 
more truly run, as horses getting away a little 
poorly are more apt to recover over a straight 



course than if they have to make three or four 
turns.” 

“What do you think of our horses in this country, 
so far as you know?” 

“Well. I should say you have some nice horses 
here if Stromtoli is any criterion. He must be a 
good horse to handle the weight he does and carry 
it at top speed for a mile. I hope to see your tost. 
Roamer, I think he is named, before I go home. 
They say he is nearly a stone (fourteen pounds) 
totter than Stromholi. This is proof positive he is 
a good horse, as Stromtoli. taking a line through 
Short Grass, would Ik* a Unit a fair haudicap horse 
in England. You know Short Grass was only a 
selling plater when Mr. Ilerz bought him. At least 
he was running in selling races and had he l»een 
entered in handicaps he would have classed with tlu* 
lighter- weighted division. A line through Short 
Grass, you see, would make StromiK.li a fair sort 
of horse and Roamer, I should think, would be 
placed in what I would term the best of the second 
division of handicap horses or a trifle 1k*1ow our 
tost. This deduction is made through his races 
with Stromholi and the latter’s showing with Short 
Grass.” 

Iu speaking of the possibilities of Mr. Sievier’s 
imiK.rting a stalile of horses to this country for 
racing puris»ses lie said that it was probable he 
would have a short string here early next year so 
as to get them acclimated and to straighten out 
their sea legs before tlie opening of the season. 
“It is not because I tolieve racing will be quiet in 
England next year. On the contrary, I believe it 
will lie one hundred per cent, better than it was 
this year, but I believe it is a good thing for racing 
and the thoroughbred generally to have an interna- 
tional mix-up of horses. It lends life to the s|K>rt 
and adds additional interest to the amusement. You 
know 1 shan’t send any Sceptres over here, but I 
think I have horses that will wiu handicaps and 
stakes which will stand the voyage. At least I hope 
so, for it takes money and lots of it to ship horses 
across tlu* Atlantic in these perilous times.” 

Mr. Sievier did not say whether he would place 
his consignment in the hands of an American 
trainer or send a trainer with them from England. 
It seemed to be a question which had not yet en- 
tered into tlu* project. No doubt he will have many 
applicants for the jiosition if he desires to let liis 
horses have American training treatment. 

There is no room for doubt that American racing 
appeals to Mr. Sievier. He was one of the last to 
leave old Pimlico on Saturday night for a couple of 
night’s rest in his New York apartments at the 
Ritz. but he left a call for himself at 7:30 Monday 
morning so that he could get hack to the scene of 
action in time for the first race on Monday after- 
noon.

RICH SPANISH RACE NEXT YEAR. 

Whatever may Ik* the prospects of racing in this 
country, racing is tound to continue in other parts 
of the world, and to increase just in proportion to 
our failure to hold on. In a day or so there will be 
advertised a big stake to he run iu Spain. It will 
Ik* worth 4.000 sovereigns and is for three-year-olds. 
French entries will, as I understand. Ik* inqiossihle. 
as thev would not Ik* allowed to leave France, and 
it is clear to me that there will Ik* a tine opjior 
tunitv to wiu this stake if anyone has a g«K»d two- 
v ear-old colt here and takes his chance. The race 
will he run in Easter week next year, and just the 
sort of animal to win it would be Star Hawk, which 
is not well engaged in England: but Mr. Joel has 
sold him. and so there is no use thinking of him. 
Gratia n would be another suitable colt. It seems 
a rather big adventure to take a eoli to Spain to 
run. hut it is by no means such a voyage as going 
from New Zealand to Australia, and many great 
winners have done that siicc«*ssfully. Moreover, tlie 
trans|M»rt on a Royal Mail lioat to Vigo or Liston 
would Ik* comfortable and quite easy. Any owner 
iu search of « new ex|H*riotioe will do well to con- 
sider this idea, for a 4.000 sovereigns stake will 
be well worth winning next year. As to France, 
1 note that they will now allow yearlings to lie ex- 
j-orted from there to any of the allied countries or 
to America, and this will do no small good to 
French breeders, who have hitherto been restricted 
to their home market alone. It is. however, only 
until tin* end of tin* year that they will be able 
to soil, and unless I here is racing iu France next 
vear our French friends will Ik* iu evil case. I sec 
in this connection that the French authorities are 
advertising stakes lor nest year, apparently with 



every hojie that they will be able to r<*stime racing, 
but that is a question which is on tin* laps of the 
gods, and meanwhile this race iu Spain may In* re- 
garded as a certainty. — “The Special Commissioner” 
iu London Sportsman. 

BIG CROWDS AT AUSTRALIAN TRACK. 

Tlie Australian Jockey Club has lieen fortunate in 
connection with the first half of its spring meeting, 
which commenced at Randwick on Saturday last, 
and was continued on Monday. The weather each 
day was fine and warm, though a fairlv strong wind 
raised more dust than was pleasant. The track and 
lawn wore a yellowish appearance on Monday, but 
in view of the winds that have prevailed for the 
past three weeks that was not surprising. Mr. 
Cropper told me that the attendance on Saturday — 
43.000 — an<l on Monday — 45.000 — was quite up‘ to 
that for the corresponding days last vear. Conse- 
quent on the war many people prominent in sport 
were absent, one of the* numtor toing Mr. Adrian 
Knox, chairman of the Australian Jockey Club, 
who is now in Egvpt. Victorian. Queensland and 
New Zealand visitors were numerous, and the latter 
were jubilant when, on the opening dav. Divalo 
won the Hurdle Race and Reputation dead-heated 
Sr. Parwyne for the Spring Stakes. — Sydnev 
Referee, October 6. 

W00TT0N GOING BACK TO AUSTRALIA. 

In a letter to a Sydney friend. R. Wootton an- 
nounces he will be returning to Australia next year, 
and. chatting about racing and breeding, says lie 
ptir|K»ses purchasing several high-class marcs in 
England, and will arrange to have them mated to 
Australian time before sending them out here. 
From this it will be seen that \V«K>tton has an eye 
to\ some of our rich two-and-three-vear-old races. 
The surprising part is that some syndicate inis not 
long ere this taken the step proposed. lu addi- 
tion to a couple of horses for Mr. G. S. Yuill. he 
has bought one named Ualtord for the Randwick 
trainer. T. Pa.vlen. Halberd is a six-vear-ohl 
horse by William the Third from Rritauia. and 
as lie is six years old. presitinbaly lie lias been 
bought for stud ami not racing puritoses. Although 
not a particularly high-class performer, he is a 
winner— Sydney Referee. 



Bill Dudley Finishes First and Is Disqualified — 
Dinah Do Furnishes the Only Run-Up— High 
Horse Claimed When Beaten. 



Baltimore. Md., Noveinlier 11. — The Bowie Handi- 
cap. »aie of I’iinlioo’s famous old-time races, was 
featured by the Maryland Jockey Club this after- 
noon. It resulted in an easy victory for August 
Belmont’s Stroiutoli, which won iu a canter by 
fifteen lengths and ran within two-fifths of a 
second of the track record of 3:01%. This, com- 
ing on top of his record performance of a few 
days hack, when he ran three-quarters in 1:12. 
makes Stromtoli a pretty shifty sort of a torse. 
There was nothing to force him along at any part 
of today's race, or he would undoubtedly have 
hung up another new record. The race was roblied 
of much of it's interest when Short Grass lost 
his riiler directly after the barrier rose. The 
field had not gone ten yeards when Short Grass 
grabbed his quarter and. stumbling, unseated Mc- 
Tagart. The latter hung to the lines and the torso 
was caught by one of tlu* assistant starters. 

Another disqualification t**ok place this after- 
noon, the third of the meeting, when Bill Dudley 
was set hack after finishing first iu the El bridge 
Steeplechase. The stewards pi act'd Vitir first. Bill 
Dudley led all tin* way and after taking the 
eleventh jump, when Vitir was closing up. h*» 
crossed over in front of that horse while running on 
the fiat. Tlie stewards were of the opinion that 
this tout Vitir, for when Murphy claimed a foul it 
was promptly allowed. The change in the placing 
gave Vitir first money. Superhuman seeoml and 
Amans third. 

Emil Hen lost tin* two-year-old High Horse after 
he was beaten in the first race. Sam Louis took 
the colt out of the race for $1,450. 

The only run up of the afternoon came aftec 
Dinah Do won the sixth race. She was advanced 
from $400 to $705 by Harry Fink and was tought 
in. 

Tlie first stable to depart front Pimlico to go into 
winter quarters was the big string owned by 11. P. 
Ilallenheck, which left for Red Bank. N. J.. this 
afternoon in charge of trainer E. \V. Heffner. S. P. 
Hildreth will leave for Belmont Park on Saturday 
with August Belmont’s string and R. P. Benson will 
leave with James Butler’s horses for Gravesend. 

James Arthur tos obtained second call on jockey 
T. Barrington for the Bowie meeting. Barrington 
is one of the jockeys who will ride in Culm next 
winter. The two McTaggart’s will also ride in 
Cuba. 

Herman P. Conkling has been engaged in an 
official capacity at Bowie. He will assist Joseph 
McLennan in the secretary’s office. 

Thirty-nine handicap have been run at Pimlico 
to date this fall In which :*S4 different horses wen* 
entered. In these races 1,130 horses were handi- 
capped and an average of twenty-uine to a race ac- 
cepted. In many instances the club found it neces- 
sary to split the handicaps and in one race no less 
than forty acceptances were put into the entry tox.

INCREASED STAKE VALUES NEXT YEAR. 



The list of stakes offered by the W»*stcl»cstcP 
Racing Association, to close for entries November 
22. and iu tin* main, lo Ik* run at the Belmont 
Park spring meeting of next year, disclose a f«*a- 
tnre of decided interest to owners. Tliat feature is 
an increase in values all around. Tin* Metropolitan 
Handicap, Toboggan Handicap, Ladies Slakes, Hol- 
lis Stakes, Amateur Pup and Harlem Stakes, have 
all been changed from guaranteed value stakes to 
added money races. In each ease the added money 
is less in amount than the guaranteed values of this 
year, hut the net values to the winning tosses next 
year will surely to greater all around than the 
sums which went to the winners last spring. 

Except in the ease of the Bouquet Stakes, the 
events still on the guaranteed value system, show 
pleasing increases, as do tlie Belmont and Withers 
of 1917. The changes show a decided and gratify- 
ing tendency upward. No doubt when the other 
racing organizations of the state of New York pub- 
lish their stake programs of 1916, it will he found 
that the same spirit of hopeful confidence in the 
future will manifest itself in a similar general ad- 
vance in stake race values. New York racing was 
profitable this year and in adding to the value and 
interest of their fixed events, the various bodies 
of the state will pave tlie way for greater profits 
in 1916.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

Great Britain’s new war committee of the cabinet 
during the temporary absence of Field Marshal Earl 
Kitchener, it was officially announce! yesterday, 
will consist of Premier Asquith. Arthur J. Balfour, 
first lord of the admiralty; David Lloyd-George, 
minister of munitions; Andrew Bomtr Law. secre- 
tary for the colonies, and Reginald McKenna, chan- 
cellor of the exchequer. Sir Edward Grey, the 
British foreign secretary, told the house of commons 
yesterday afternoon that he hail expressed a desire 
to resign at the time Viscount Haldane left the 
cabinet. ’But for a crisis in the public affairs I 
would have done so,” said the foreign secretary. 
Sir Edward declared he regarded Ixird Haldane’s 
resignation as a loss to the public* service. He said 
he regretted there had been no o|M>rtunity to utilize 
Viscount Haldane’s services in the foreign office. 
Premier Asquith, answering a similar question, also 
paid a word of tribute to Viscount Haldane, saying: 
He rendered au inestimable service when in the 
war office. Replying to a request to lay the papers 
on the table respecting the Antwerp expedition, 
Premier Asquith declined while the war was in 
progress. He added: Mr. Churchill ( formerlv first 

lord of the admiralty) may treat with indifference 
the allegations against him. He has a good record 
and will be amply justified when the full story is 
told. 

A series of storms unusually violent for the time 
of the year swept across central Kansas. Nebraska. 
South Dakota and Iowa Wednesday night, killing 
at least a dozen persons, injuring scores of others 
and causing projiert.v damage that will run into 
millions. Great Bend. Kan., was the greatest suf- 
ferer. There twelve persons are re|»orted killed and 
a hundred injured. The storm swept the wheat 
milling and railroad section of Great Bend and did 
damage estimated at half a million dollars. At 
Derby, Kan., one man was killed and seven persons 
were injured in a tornado that struck there a few 
hours after the Great Bend disaster occurred. A 
number of persons were injured in a tornado that 
swept Hartford. S. I>., and high winds that visited 
other localities in that state, as well as sectious of 
western and central Nebraska, destroy til farm build- 
ings ami damaged bay and grain stacks. Heavy 
rains accompanied the windstom in many places. 
At Pratt. Kan., four and a half inches of rain was 
reported. Bennington, Blair and Tekamah, Neb., 
and Waterloo, Iowa, reported heavy rains, accom- 
panying high winds which did considerable minor 
damage. 

News from the Serbian front is vague, says a 
Reuter dispatch from Athens to London, but it is 
declared to be untrue that the Germans are oc- 
cupying the entire line from Kralievo to Kraguye- 
vatz and Petrovac. Important Serbian forces ar- 
riving from Mitrovitza have reached Kutchanik 
defile, where they occupied the railway to which 
the Bulgarians, bound from Uskup to Prisrend, had 
advanced. Operations extending to the northwestern 
front now are becoming the key to the situation 
as Serbian troops sent from the north to Krusevo 
and Monastlr will pass there. The Serbian gov- 
ernment has been removed to Krusevo. east of 
Perlepe. Dispatches from Saloniki published in 
the London morning paiiers deny iiositively that 
Veles has lieen occupied by the French. They 
give a circumstantial story of the manner in which 
that report liecame circulated. A small French 
cavalry force, says one dispatch, penetrated the 
Bulgarian lines near Veles. but failed actually to 
enter the town. A misunderstanding in the nature 
of a cavalry raid led the Serbian official at 
Gievgeii to send out a telegraphic message that 
Veles had lieen occupied. 

The Milan Secolo’s correspondent, who has re- 
turned to Saloniki from Monastlr. Serbian Mace- 
donia. says the situation there is regarded as most 
critical. Already several hands of coinitadjie (ir- 
regulars) have penetrated the city, and ex- 
traordinary precautions are regarded as necessary 
to jirevent uprisings among the city’s Bulgarian 
fiopulation. which numbers more than 5,000. Mon- 
astir. the correspondent adds, is entirely cot off 
from communication with Serbia, and the Bul- 
garians also have succeeded in cutting communica- 
tions with the French forces to the eastward. 
The population of the city lias been reduced to 
25.000 from 70.000. ’’The French consul.” savs 
the correspndent. “appealed to the French mili- 
tary authorities to send two regiments to Monastir. 
but the commander refused to divide his forces.” 

A late dispatch of yesterday from Berlin said: 
German troops haTe systematically evacuated the 
forest district to the west and southwest of Shlok, 
west of Riga, because it has been transformed 
into swamps by the rains, says the official an- 
nouncement made today at German army headquar- 
ters. At a point to the west of Riga, the statement 
adds: Field Marshal von Hindenburg yesterday 

repulsed Russian attacks w’bieh were supported by 
three ships. To the southeast of Riga 1(10 Russians 
were made prisoners. General von Linsingen’s Aus- 
tro-Hungarian troops, assisted by German artillery, 
according to the announcement, have thrown the 
Knssians from Kosceushnovka. General Koevess’ 
army yesterday took prisoner seven officers and 200 
Russian soldiers and captured eight machine guns. 

Sergius Sazonoff. Russian foreign minister, is 
quoted by the Petrograd correspondent of the Lon- 
don Post as having said in an interview regarding 
the future policy of the entente allies: We must 

follow a policy based firmly on a lasting alliance 
lietween Great Britain. France and Russia. Wo 
must say to Germany: There are your frontiers and 
your limits. Work within them as you please, but 
out into the world you go no more. We desire to 
live at peace. We have had enough of your dis- 
integrating influence. You must be content hence- 
forth to stay quietly at home. Unless w*e can do 
this the great war will have lieen waged in vain. 

The State Department received a cablegram from 
American Consul White at Naples yesterday assert- 
ing the Sbcieta Italia says that 347 passengers and 
crew of the Ancona are re|»orted as saved out of 
496, leaving 149 missing, and that the steamship 
officials believe that more will he reported saved. 

The submarine which sunk the Ancona, according 
to a Turin dispatch to the London Daily Chronicle, 
was one of the monster undersea craft delivered to 
Austria from the Krupp yards at Kiel at the begin- 
ning of the present year. 

Despite denials that Prince von Buelow is in 
Switzerland on a peace mission, or that the Vatican 
is taking any part iu preliminary |ieace negotiations, 
a Zurich dispatch asserts that the former German 
chancellor has had a long interview with Father 
Ledochowski. general of the Society of Jesus, known 
as “the black pope.” w|h» came to Lucerne at the 
reqoest of Prince von Buelow’. The two men are 
said to have been in conference several hours, after 
which the Jesuit leader sent a long rejiort to the 
isipe. 

The Italian steamer Ancona w’as not sunk without 
warning, according to information obtained from 
survivors landed at Malto and cabled to London. 
The Austrian submarine whieh overhauled the liner 
after a long, stern chase, gave the <*oinmander a 
brief respite to permit the removal of passengers, 
but tbe indescribable panic among the immigrants 
on Isianl as soon as the underwater craft was 
sighted was responsible for the b*ss of many lives. 
In a mad rush for safety, men. women and children 
overwhelmed the lioats. 

The agreement betwen the Greek and Bulgarian 
military authorities for the establishment of a neu- 
tral zone along the Greco-Serbian frontier to pre- 
vent the imssihility of incidents which might in- 
volve Greece. says a London Mail dispatch from 
Athens, shows the Bulgars’ desire for the con- 
t iu nance of friendly relations with the Greek 
government. With the completion of the agree- 
ment Itands of irregulars which had lieen operating 
close to the frontier have vanished and disturliances 
have ceased. 

British authorities at Washington investigating 
the reported forcible search of the American steamer 
Zealaudia at Progreso. Mexico, by a party from a 
British cruiser have information which leads them 
to believe the Zealaudia when searched was lying 
more than three miles off shore, and was therefore 
not in a neutral port. but on the high seas. They 
are inv«*stigating further ami the state department 
is making inquiries. 

On the eastern battle front tlie Russians are 
making incessant attacks with tlie object of pre- 
venting the Germans from intrenching or withdraw- 
ing troops to the other theaters of war. Berlin 
ami Vienna ro|»ort the repulse of these attacks, but 
Petrograd asserts the Germans are being forced 
back in the north on the Riga-Dvinsk front, and 
that minor sm-cesses have lieen won against the 
Awtro -Germans in Galicia. 

A Stockholm dispatch to the Copenhagen Pditiken 
gives tlie rejMirt that the German protected cruiser 
Frauenloh. a sister ship of the Undine, has lieen 
torpedoed off the south coast of Swollen. The Uu- 
dim* was sunk off tin* coast of Sweden several days 
ago. Both these vessels were protected cruisers, 
with a displacement of 2.672 tons ami a complement 
of 275 men. 

The British steamship Caria was sunk by a Ger- 
man submarine today. Where the attack took 
place was not announced in Loudon. The crew was 
saved. The Caria was a Cuuardcr of 3,032 tous. 
Its home port was Liverpool. 

Auothed boat, with twenty-seven survivors of the 
Ancona, has i cached Cape Bon. Tunis. The names 
of the o4*eiij»aiits of this Iniat have not vet lieen re- 
<*eived. 



FUTURE STAKE DATES. 



THE YOUNGER HORSES AT BR00KDALE. 

Regret. Thunderer, Bromo, Dominant and Other 
Stars Thriving in Their Retirement. 

Thunderer and Regret, tlie greatest two-and-tliree- 
year-olds respectively of 1915, have been so much 
in tlie limelight of'late that it would be like re- 
peating an old story to refer to their respective 
individualities. Every race-goer has seen and ad- 
mired them. Thunderer goes into winter quarters 
with three victories and no defeats to his credit, 
while Regret started in two stake ra<*es and won 
both, finishing the second year of her racing ca- 
reer with an unbroken succession of victories. Botli 
those splendid animals go into winter quarters 
without a suspicion of uusoundness anywhere and 
there is every reason to hope that they will make 
an equally enviable record in 1916. 

Bromo is a splendid-looking colt and his second 
in the Futurity, in which he was beaten by only 
the shortest of heads by his stablemate. Thunderer, 
stamps him as a stake eolt of the highest class. 
With Thunderer out of the way. he would have lieen 
returned au easy winner of the greatest of the 
prizes offered for American two-year-olds. Although 
built upon more modest lines than the really great 
son of Broomstick and Jersey Lightning. Bromo is 
a grand colt of tine size and substance, rare racing 
angles and rich in lione and muscle. He is a 
youngster of the compact order and one which 
should train on and prove a successful stake win- 
ner. He is the individual property of L. S. Thomp- 
son, who has every reason to be extremely proud 
of him says a turf writer in the Morning Tele- 
graph. 

Emden is a handsome and speedy bay gelding, 
two years old and also a son of Broomstick. He 
began the season as a colt of extraordinary promise, 
but lie went slightly amiss early in the summer 
and was retired to reappear as a three-year-old, 
when his owner and trainer hoite to see him make up 
for lost time. 

Hubbub is a big, bay gelding by Broomstick — 
Rompers, a two-year-old of grand size and sub- 
stance, which will make a name for himself in his 
three-year-old form, but for which there was nothing 
to do during the season of 1915. 

Among tbe Brookdule yearlings now taking their 
first lessons m racing are no less than six by Broom 
stick, all of which are of rare merit as far as gen- 
eral appearance would indicate, and they are out 
of splendid mares. How many stake winners there 
may be among them time alone can tell, but they 
are a promising band. Their dams are Queen cf 
Hearts. Sallie of Navarre, Loyal, Belle of Troy, 
Flora Mack, Rose of Dawn and Bonnie Star. 

At the time Hamburg died he was still young 
enough to give promise of several years of useful- 
ness. He was in perfect health and vigor up to 
the end of the breeding season, but as he was get- 
ting along in years H. P. Whitney and manager 
James Rowe wisely concluded to give him extraor- 
dinary chances in the stud, with the result that he 
has left a legacy of yearlings and weanlings now 
regarded as of wellnigh inestimable value. Among 
the twenty-nine or thirty weanlings on the farm 
he has left a goodly proportion of representatives, 
while of the thirty-eight yearlings he has left no 
less than thirteen, of which six are splendid looking 
fillies. In view of the brilliant success which has 
been achieved in the stud by Jersey Lightning 
and other daughters of Hamburg it would be diffi- 
cult to estimate the probable value of these young 
daughters of Hamburg to such a breeding farm as 
Brookdale. 

Among the other yearlings at Brookdale are about 
a half dozen out of American mares bred iu Eng- 
land to such English sires as Lemberg. St. Amant 
and John o’Gaunt, while All Gold is liberally rep- 
resented by the produce of especially high-class 
mares, and there are a few by Burgomaster, which 
has been exported to Argentina. 

Brookdale. which has produced more Futurity 
winners than any five of the best stock farms in 
Kentucky, has within its borders some notab!e 
animals which have not been seen under silks this 
season. Among these may be mentioned Pennant, 
the splendid-looking son of Peter Pan and Royal 
Rose. Pennant, although he won the Futurity ot 
1913. was not trained during the past season, but 
the prospects are that he will be seen under silks 
next season. He ran four times in his brief and 
brilliant racing career and never failed to finish 
first, but he went amiss, and should he fail to train 
sonndly he will be retired to the stud. He is a 
bright chestnut, a colt of great size and substance 
and. except in color, he bears a strong resemblance 
to bis sire, preserving especially the Domino pe- 
culiarities of conformation and finish. 

Pretender is a good-looking bay two-year-old geld- 
ing by Hamburg — Sallie of Navarre. Hansa, by 
Hamburg — Daisy F.. the chestnut filly which won 
her first and last start shortly before the close o * 
the Belmont Park meeting, is looking as attractive 
as ever, and Nightstick, by Broomstick, is still at 
tlie farm and looking as well as when he attended 
the races regularly. Daisy F.. by Riley, which is 
the dam of Jersey Lightning ami Hansa, is an old 
mare, but a grand-looking chestnut and still a valu- 
able broodmare. Artful has just returned from Eng- 
land, and of tlie sixty-seven broodmares now at 
Brookdale not one is without a creditable history, 
either as a producer or a winner in her racing days. 
Eugenia Burch is among them and she has to her 
credit a fine yearling by Broomstick of which much 
may be expected, for lie is a fine individual. 

Dominant, by Delhi, one of the great two-year-olds 
of the year, is taking his meals and light exercize 
regularly and to all appearances is as good as Jie 
was the day of his last turf victory. 

It is safe to say that there is now no better 
appointed stock farm than Brookdale on this side 
of the Atlantic. It would be tedious to enumerate 
and attempt to describe its great barns and other 
appointments which have been built with only effi- 
ciency. regardless of cost, in view. Its barns will 
furnish ample accommodation for 200 thoroughbreds, 
and the present equine population of the farm 
consists of twenty-nine weanlings, thirty-eight year- 
lings. sixty-seven broodmares and thirty-six race 
horses in training. Buildings are going up nearly 
all the time and are of the best and most modern 
construction, the utmost care being taken to look 
after perfect sanitary conditions for horses as well 
as employes. 

There is now in course of construction on the 
place an expensive waterworks plant which will 
furnish practically unlimited quantities of filtered 
water for all purposes. This is furnished with 
electric jMiwer from Red Bank. 

Brookdale has three up-to-date training tracks. 
One is a mile, another is a half mile, and the third 
is a covered track for use during inclement weather. 
All these are kept in perfect condition, just as 
if they were real race tracks in full operation 
during the racing season. Tlie pay roll at Brook- 
dale includes about seventy-five names. 

James Rowe, who lias charge not only of the 
farm, but of the powerful Brookdale racing string, 
is generally accounted to lx* about the last word 
*n practical horsemanship. His uniform success 
long ago was well able to speak for itself, but lie 
accounts himself fortunate in his association with 
two such sportsmen as II. 1*. Whitney and L. S. 
Thompson. 

His first employment as trainer was with T. B. 
and W. R. Davis of West Virginia. Then followed 
eminently successful engagements with the Dwyer 
Brothers. August Belmont, tlie elder Colonel Thomp- 
son. father of L. S. and W. T. Thompson; Janies R. 
Keene, and, finally. II. I*. Whitney. He began his 
racing career early, riding race horses for three 
yeu-K and later, after lie had achieved success ns a 
trainer, he spent several vears as a starter ami 
steward. His principal activities in this line have 
lieen on the Pacific coast. 

Trainer Rowe employs three jockeys for the 
Brookdale Farm string. Tliey are Joseph Notter. 
who rides when he can make the weight: Thomas 
McTaggart. who can ride much lighter than Notter; 
and I*. Lowder, light weight. 

Besides its numerous buildings of modern con- 
struction and the splendid manor house now oc- 
cupied by its owner. L. S. Thompson. Brookdale 
has a complete network of excellent roads over 
which an automobile can speed with even more 
safety than upon the excellent public roads of 
that favored portion of New Jersey, so that oc- 
cupants of Brookdale can enjoy delightful little 
journeys over hills and through beautiful vales 
without going outside the boundaries of the estate. 

Tlie land lias not lieen stripped to place it in the 
highest possible condition of productiveness, but 
there are groves of splendid hard wood, richly lux- 
uriant hedges, lung rows of shade tr«*es and sentinel 
trees here and there sufficient to furnish shade for 
the horses, and ever-varying landscape which is only 
lieinnied in by far off. irregular zones of black, 
green forest, bordering tlie brighter and variegated 
greens of meadows ami pasture lands. Older resi- 
dents of New York know well the lieauties of that 
great belt of rolling farm lands which extend south- 
ward from Red Bank and Long Branch almost 
indefinitely.

PASSING OF A FAMOUS ENGLISH STUD.

whether Col. Hall Walker intends keeping on any 
ot his horses in training. That the owner of two 
sm-h establishments as the Tully Stud and Russ ley 
should decide to relinquish his connection witn 
racing and breeding is one of tin* most grievous 
blows dealt by the war to the turf of the United 
Kingdom. For many years past there has been no 
greater enthusiast in all matters connected with 
bloodstock than Col. Hall Walker. As a breeder 
he made the name of Tully a household word, for 
at his stud in Kildare he bred not only a Derby 
winner in Minoru, which was leased to King Ed- 
ward VII., but also three other classic winners, of 
which Cherry laiss won the One Thobsaml and 
Oaks of 1905, Witch Elm, the One Thousand of two 
seasons later, and Night Hawk the St. Leger of 
three years ago. In addition Tully lias produced 
many other horses of high class, inclusive of Black 
Arrow, Polar Star, White Eagle, Royal Realm, 
Colouia ami Great Sport. With Colonia, Polar Star ^ 
and Royal Realm he established a record by win- W 
ning the Giuicrack Stakes at York In successive 
seasons, while Lily Rose won that famous two-year- * 
old race for him a fourth time a couple of years 
later. Probably the best of the all the good race 
horses bred at Tully was the ill-fated Black Arrow, 
a half-brother to Cherry Lass. Polar Star, too, was 
a performer of great merit, and his successes in- 
cluded the Jubilee of 1!K>7 as a three-year-old, carry- 
ing 110 pounds, and the Manchester Cup in the 
next year under 119 pounds. Sold to go to the 
Argentine for IS, 000 guineas after his .Manchester 
victory. Polar Star (by Pioneer out of Go On) l>e- 
came a most successful sire. 

In the old days, when the late Robert Peck was 
the master of ltussley and Mr. Merry was one of the 
famous owners, that training center was oue on 
which the eyes of the raeing world rested. Don- 
caster and Marie Stuart in 1873 were sent out from 
Uussley to do battle in the chief classic races, and 
they carried off the Derby and Oaks respectively, 
Doncaster starting at tin* outside odds of 45 to 1.

Marie Stuart won the Oaks even more easily than 
Doncaster had secured the Blue Ribbon, and the sub- 
sequent meeting of .tin* pair in the Doncaster St. 
Leger was most interesting, their owner ruuniiig 
them on their merits. Kaiser started favorite at 6 
to 4, with Marie Stuart second choice at 9 to 4 and 
Doncaster a 100 to 30 chance. Marie Stuart, ip tt«- 
haiids of T. Osborne, defeated the Derby winner 
< Webb) by a bead after a great finish, with Kaiser 
a fair third. Another famous Derby winner trained 
oil the Russley downs was Doncaster’s son. Bend 
Or, which, with Fred Archer in the saddle, scored a 
lucky victory over Rossiter on Robert the Devil, 
whieh ought to have won. Robert, however, took a 
spacious revenge on his rival when thev met again 
, in the autumn. For the St. Leger Bend Or was 
beaten pointless by the son of Bertram and Cast Off 
on one of the wettest Leger days on record. Bend 
Or’s form iu that race was, of <*ourse, too bad to lie 
true, and in the Great Foal Stakes in the First Oc- 
tober week (the Tace won a few days ago by Cirrus >, 
“Robert’s” Leger pilot, Tom Canton, only got him 
home by a head from Fred Archer on the Duke of 
Westminster’s colt. Subsequently Robert the Devil 
carried off the Cesarewitch under 118 pounds and 
two days afterwards— the Cesarewitch was run on 
the Tuesday— lie was pulled out again for the 
Champion Stakes, for whieh he defeated his old 
oponent, Bend Or, by ten lengths, Rossiter having 
the mount on the winner and Fordham on Bend Or* 
with two other good horses in Reveller and CharL 
bert behind the pair. Coming back to Russley at 
the present day, it is sincerely to be hoped that 
Col. Hail Walker is only temporarily closing down
